Haenisch summed up his feel­ 
ings on the subject Friday with 
a remark encompassing all op­ 
erations of his office: “What 
I need is room.”

REDMOND 
lambasted

county board in a letter dated

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The National Education Asso­ 
ciation (NEA)—which claims a 
membership of 1,250,000 out of 
about 2 million teachers in the 
United States, has long shunned 
the union label, emiphasizing 
that it is “an association of 
professionals” as against the 
AFL-CIO American Federation 
of Teachers is becoming more 
active in competing with teach 
ers’ unions. 
In many cities the smaller 
AFT is the major spokesman 
for teachers on matters of sal 
ary, working conditions and ed 
ucation policies. 
“Three-fourths of the teach 
ers in the District of Columbia

For four years, from 1893 to 
1897, the Treasurer was per­ 
mitted by law to keep one- 
fourth of the interest earned 
on public funds, but even in 
those years the state received 
no interest. In 1908 a law was 
passed 
requiring

A law which became effective 
in 1921 provided that all monies 
received by the Treasurer must 
be 
deposited 
in

banks within five days, with 
the interest belonging to the 
state.

That same year the Attorney 


General filed suits against five 
former State Treasurers alleg­ 
ing failure to pay approximate­ 
ly $2.5 million to the state in 
interest earned on public funds. 
Under Treasurer Stevenson, 
the state earned a record $23,- 
142,020 in interest on the invest­ 
ment cf state funds during the 
calendar year of 1967.

A TABLE is a wonderful thing in the winter, surpassed in 
comfort and joy only by a fireplace properly heaped with 
crackling hardwood. 
A table is for gathering around to speak of men things, like 
water running fresh again when the ice has broken away, and 
spring plowing, and getting the dog out for some work in the 
snow. 
It is best—such gathering and such talk—now, the wretched 
time of the year, when there is too much grey in the sky and 
cold in the ground, when it is getting too late to turn wistful on 
last fall’s deer hunt and is still much too soon to anticipate the 
thaw.

The pleasure, everywhere in fishing circles, was no surprise, 
because it was the biggest news of the outdoor week. 
The salmon program is already legend, its success so 
spectacular that Manistee’s salmon last fall became like 
Sutter’s Mill’s gold; that men—oblivious of the weather— 
gave their lives for the fish; that the more practical-minded 
can already foresee a massive inland salmon canning in­ 
dustry. 
And now, with the word of the last week, it is obvious that 
what is to come will make what has gone before seem timid and 
modest.

They’re going into channels that spill into lakes Michigan, 
Superior and Huron, and when fishermen start to reap the 
product a year from this autumn, there may be no description 
for it. 
Fish-stocking does not have the ring of the glamorous or 
fashionable, and it may truly be hard for the casual to see 
its meaning or excitement. 
Let it go with this: Michigan’s salmon experiment, with its 
near-perfect introduction of an exotic species to an area where it 
was never found naturally, with its astonishing predatory effect 
on the miserable alewife, with the fabulous growth and recrea­ 
tional value of the fish, may rank as the conservation-sportsman 
accomplishment of this century.

Va cup cornstarch and Vz cup 
pineapple juice. Blend, then 
add to the hot mixture and 
cook until thickened, stirring 
frequently. Keep hot. 
When the pork is simmered, 
drain. Dip pieces into the bat­ 
ter and fry in deep hot fat 
(360 degrees if you use a ther­ 
mometer)

Cut 2 medium tomatoes into 
wedges and remove seeds. Dice 
I green pepper and add Vz cup 
chopped green onion and 2/3 
cup pineapple chunks. Heat Va 
cup butter and cook the vege­ 
tables and pineapple gently for 
3 or 4 minutes. 
As pork is browned arrange 
on a heated platter.

If You Want To Stop Smoking 


The 
smoker 
who 
really 
wants to give up the habit but 
never seems able to do it on 
his own may find the help he 
needs in the Stop Smoking 
clinics conducted by a medical 
team from Hinsdale Sanitarium 
and Hospital. 
Emphasis in these clinics is 
on making a personal decision 
not to smoke, according to one 
member of the team, Chaplain 
Willis Graves. No drugs or 
medication are used. 
Two - hour sessions are held 
on 
five 
consecutive 
nights, 
starting at 7:30 p.m. Smokers 
see films each night, showing 
different aspects of the affects 


of smoking. They also view 
medical exhibits — specimens 
of lungs, hearts and blood ves­ 
sels from victims of cancer 
and emphysema. They hear 
lectures, and then they take 
part in group therapy, sharing 
their experiences, particularly 
about withdrawal. 


“SOME 
SMOKERS experi­ 
ence all kinds of withdrawal 
symptoms, others none at all,” 
explained Chaplain Graves. 
The final night of the Five- 
Day Plan there is a regular 
graduation. Each former smok­ 
er is given a card to carry in 
his wallet to remind him of his 
decision, 
“I 
choose 
not 
to 
smoke.” Families may attend 
this session. On the following 
Tuesday there is a follow-up 
meeting to see how the ex­ 
smokers are doing. 
They also are given instruc­ 
tions on diet, exercise, breath­ 
ing and prayer to help them 
through the withdrawal suffer­ 
ing. 
PART OF THE break-the- 
smoking-habit plan is a buddy 
system, similar to Alcoholics 
Anonymous. When a former 
smoker finds his resolve weak­ 
ening, he can call on his buddy 
for help. There’s also a “Smok­ 
ers Dial,” a recorded message 
of encouragement, that’s avail­ 
able when needed. 
Since the Stop Smoking clin­ 
ics started in 1963, there have 


been 27 of them with some 
1,500 “graduates.” Around 50 
of these ex-smokers are so en­ 
thusiastic about the program 
that they are the active nucleus 
of an Ex-Smokers Club, formed 
about six months ago and al­ 
ready busy promoting the clin­ 
ics and helping in any way 
they can. These former smok­ 
ers even appealed last Septem­ 
ber to the World Congress on 
Smoking and Health in New 
York City and to Sen. Robert 
Kennedy to have a National 
No-Smoking Day declared dur­ 
ing National Health Week, the 
third week of October. 


AMONG LOCAL “graduates” 
of the most recent clinic, held 
last October and attended by 
more than 260 persons, are 
Mrs. Ralph Vallado of Ben­ 
senville and Harold Steck of 
Mount Prospect. Both are en­ 
thusiastic about the help they 
got. 
Mrs. Vallado, the mother of 
three 
young 
children, 
had 
smoked for 12 years. She first 
read about the Hinsdale clinics 
in a magazine. 
“This was my first sincere 
effort to stop smoking,” she 
said. 
For Mrs. Vallado the compe­ 
titive spirt — first, to make 
the decision to stop smoking, 
and then to stick with it — is 
the “big thing” about the pro­ 
gram. Her main problem has 


been a weight gain, and she 
plans to attend the next clinic 
in February for help. 


“THE SENSE of taste and 
smell are so sharpened after 
you quit smoking that it’s easy 
to become preoccupied with 
food,” she explained. 


Harold Steck hasn’t had a 
cigarette since he “graduated” 
at last fall’s clinic. Having 
smoked for more than 20 years, 
he thinks the program is “the 
greatest.” In spite of having to 
mingle with others who smoke 
because of his job — he travels 
a lot — Steck has remained 
firm in that decision not to 
smoke. 
Though he, too, has gained 


weight, his wife says he needed 
it. 
“He looks better than ever,” 
she commented. 
THE NEXT clinic is sched­ 
uled 
for Feb. 
4-8. 
Already 
more than 200 persons have 
signed up, and the sessions 
have been moved to the Sev­ 
enth Day Adventist Church in 
Hinsdale, East Hickory and 
Mill Streets, in anticipation of 
a large attendance. 
Advance registration may be 
made by calling 323-2100. 
Two other clinics will be 
conducted this year, one May 
5-9 and the other Oct. 6-10, 
said Dr. Charles L. Dale, the 
hospital’s chief pathologist and 
head of the Stop Smoking team.

, Hamill asked if having teachers 
outline the system of evaluation 
would take this responsibility 
away from division heads. 
“You’re speaking of a prob­ 
lem that could exist, but I can’t 
see it happening,” College Pres. 
I Dr. Robert Lahti told him. 
Lahti did say, however, that 
teachers could recommend do­ 
ing away with evaluations by 
division heads. 
Board vice chairman Richard 
Johnson 
said 
the 
evaluation 
system would be presented to 
both the faculty senate and the 
board of education before be­ 
coming official. 
ONCE BOARD members were 
assured by Johnson, a member 
of the board committee which 
drew up the proposal, that fac­ 
ulty members would only pro­ 
pose a system, and that the 
system would come back for 
final approval, they gave unani­ 
mous approval to the plan. 
The faculty has until May 
15 at the latest to complete 
its suggestion. If the board ap­ 
proves it, it will go into effect 
no later than June 7. 
In future years evaluations 
will be done at midsemester, 
Johnson said, so they can be 
used in setting teacher salaries, 
which will be determined at 
the same time as the college’s 
yearly budget. 
Lahti, considered a member 
of the faculty in addition to 
his administrative status, would 
retain final voice in evaluation, 
the board decided.
